When, following Tennessee’s ac- 
tion Wednesday in ratifying the 
suffrage amendment to the federal 
constitution, doubtful opinions were 
expressed as to the eligibility ‘of 
Georgia women to vote in the Sep- 
tember primary and the presidential 
election wfthout a legislative enact- 
ment specifically authorizing them 
to register, Mrs. Mary L. McLen- 


an’s Suffrage association, and 
members of the organiaztion pre- 
pared, if necessary, to petition Gov- 
ernor Dorsey to call a special ses- 
Sion of the legislature. 

“I want to vote for president,” 
said Mrs. McLendon, “and I do so 
want to vote for senator. I want 
to help put Senator Hoke Smith 
where he belongs. I am anxious to 
vote for Governor Dorsey to defeat 
him.” 

Mrs. McLendon is one of the 
pioneer suffrage teaaers of the 
state and has for thirty years been 
co...ucting an active fight in behalf 
of suffrage for women. 

“While we are supremely happy 
that the thirty-sixth state has at 
last ratified the Susan B. Anthony 
amendment,” Mrs. McLendon said, 
“our joy has been tempered some- 
what with disappointment at the 
disconcerting newe with reference 
to the doubt as to the ability of 
Georgia women te vote. . 

“It may be that our only hope lies 
in Governor Dorsey cailing a spe- 
cial session of the legislature to 
pass an enabling act to give the 
women the right to vote. We. work- 
ed for this act in the sesstén just 
closed, but it was sidetracked.” 

Mrs. McLendon stated that she 
Sbtained promises from legislators 
to introduce enabling bills at the 


j session recently adjourned, but that 


the matter was presented in the 
senate only and was not introduced 
in the house.

Estimates of Cotton Yield 
for Year 1,500,000 Bales 
Too High, Says J. J. 
Brown.

With damage running into the 
hundreds of thousands of dollars, 
due to incessant rains during the 
pasttwo weeks, with foodand eotton 
crops approaching a critical condi- 
tion, and with the boll wéevil rap- 
idly advancing its line throughout 
the whole state, farmers of Georgia 
are still facing an outlook for con- 
tmued rain. 

An enormous increase in the num- 
ber of activities of the boll weevil 
throughout the southern part of 
the state, due to the rain, is report- 
ed by J. J. Brown, state commis- 
sioner of agriculture, who has just 
returned to Atlanta from an ~ex- 
tended trip over the southern coun- 
ties, and who reports that prac- 
tically every county south of Ma- 
con has-been seriously damaged by 
the ravages df the weevil and the

“It ts disheartening to see the con- 
dition of some,#@f the fields south 
of Macon,” Mr. Brown stated, “Two 
weeks ago there was a prospect of a 
normal crop, but now, throughout 
the coastal plains, the Piedmont sec- 
tion and the extreme southern coun- 
ties, it is absolutely certain that 
there will be no top crop at all. The 
rains have been respdnsible for this, 
and it looks now as if there willl be 
only about one-third of the normal 
crop. 

Damage by Boll Weevil. 
*“The boll weevil has cropped out 
and has eaten all the large bolls and 
is now working back on the smal] 
bolls. 

“The statement that the south 
will raise 14,000,000 bales of cot- 
ton in 1920 is absolutely out of rea- 
son. I am in touch with the situa- 
tion in every cotton state and we 
cannot possibly look for more than 
12,500,000 bales for this year. Texas 
is flooded, Mississippi the same way 
and practically every state’ reports 
crops below the normal. The re- 
port On the crop outlook. is the 
work of speculators and should be 
branded as false. There ig no ex- 
cuse for the present reduction in 


the price of cotton since tne law 
of supply and demand is the same

Nashville, Tenn., August 18.—Ten- 
nesee today ratified the federal wo- 
man suffrage amendment, the lower 
house of the legislature, by a vote 
of 50 to 46, concurring in the ad- 
tion of the senate wihch last Friday 
adopted the ratification resolution 
by a vote of 25 to 4. 

Although it was the thirty-sixth 
state to act favorabiy and the 
amendment should become effective 
as soon as certified by Bainbridge 
Colby, secretary of state, whether 
17,000,000 women of the country 
would vote in the presidential elec- 


Secretary Colby declared today in a 
formal .- statement interpreting 
France’s rejoinder to the American 
note to Italy. His statement accom- 
panied publication of the translation 
of the French note which was de- 
livered to the state department on 
August 14 By Prince de /Bearn, the 
French charge. 

France’s declaration “of its oppo- 
sitino to the dismemberment of Rus- 
ia” is “most gratifying,” Mr. Colby 
said, and added: 

“The response is a notable. decla- 
ration from every viewpoint, and 
brings to the position taken by the | 
United States a striking emphasis 
and powerful support.” 

The secretary referred to Freneh 
recognition of General Wrangel in 
south Russia as a “divergence” be- 
tween the two governments on one 
point. but said the United States 
was “disposed to regard the declared 
agreement of Francé with the prin- 
United States as of 
more significance than any diver- 
Zence of policy mMvolved in the 
specific action of France in this sin- 
gle respect.” 

~ Bolsheviki Condemned. 

The Frénch note declares that the 
French government “ig of the same 
opinion” as the American govern- 
ment “‘concerning, the present rulers 
Of. Russia,” and proceeds to con- 
demn the bolsheviki in language al- 
most identical with that employed 
in the Amercian note to Italy. 

Asserting that France is in “‘com- 
plete accord” with the United States 
as to-“the necessity for an independ- 
ent Polish state,” the note adds: 

“This is why there is agreement 
between the French government and 
the American government to encour-

The suffrage leaders declar- 
ed they expected no defections 
among their forces, but as a pre- 
caution ‘they weretightgning their 
lines. The opposition leaders tonight 
were waging an active campaign in 
an effort to incremse their strength 
at the expense of their antogonists. 

The end came with dramatic sud- 
denness. Debate on the motion to 
concur had been, in -progress little 
more than an hour, and there was 
no indication a vote was imminent, 
when Speaker Walker called Repre- 
sentative Overton to the chair and 
took the floor to reply to a suf- 
fragist who had charged that spe- 
cial interests were at work to de- 
feat ratification. 

“The battle has been won and the 
measure hms been defeated,” Mr. 

alker said. 

“I resent the iniquitous remarks 
that special interests are here alone 
against this measure. I resent this 
on behalf of the womanhood thhkt is 
both for and against suffrage, Mr. 
Speaker,” he shouted. “I move that 
this measure goes where it belongs, 
to the table.” 

Pandemonium Reigns. 

Instantly the chamber was in an 
uproar. Suffragists clamored for 
recognition, while a chorus of “‘sec- 
ond the motion,” came from the antis, 
Mr. Overton, however, refused to 
recognize any one, and ordered the 
roll called. The vote was a neck- 
and-neck race, and at the conclusion 
many spectators, members and 
newspapermen, who had kept tally, 
had a total of 49 in favor of the 


motion and 47 against it. An equal, | 


Or greater number § declared. the 
vote was 48 to 48, and an appeal to 
the clerk developed that his tally 
also showed a tle. 

Pandemonium reigned, members 
leaving their, seats and crowding 
around the speaker’s stand, many 
cemanding another roll call, others 
declaring it unnecessary. Mr. Over- 
ton. who ofcupied the chair during 
the remainder of the session, man- 
aged to restore order and instructed 
the cierk to proceed with & second 
roll call in order that there might 
be no doubt. 

The second ballot showed a tie of 
48 to 48 and the speaker declared 
the motion lost for want of a ma- 
jority. 

Instantly the anti-suffragcists de- 
manded vote on the original motion 
to concur in the senate action. It 
was a crucial moment. The motion 
to table had just been lost through 
a tie vote and if the opposing forces 
held together and another tie re- 
sulted, it meant rejection of the 
amendment. When the speaker put 
the motion, hundreds of suffragists 
regarded the battle as lost. 

The vote at the outset was on 
partisan lines, but when the name 
of Representative Harry T. Burn, 
re. DSlican, McMinn county, was 
The oppo- 
sition then virtually conceded de- 
feat, for Mr. Burn had voted with 
them to ‘table the resolution, and 
his change gave the suffragists the 
needed majority.

Mr. Turner had said repeatedly that 
he would vote neither for nor 
against -ratification unless it was 
evident that his vote was needed 
for passage or rejection and that if 
such an occasion arose he would 
vote for the amendment. 


Saffrage Demonstration. 


Suffragists everywhere launched 
an uproarious demonstration before 
the clerk announced fhe vote for 
there was no question suffrage had 
won. The chamber became a Bedlam 
cheers and shouts, women screamed 
at the top of their voices, scores 
placed their arms around the necks 
of those nearest them and danced. 
so far as it was possible to do s0, 
in the mass of yo =nggen ch Hundreds 
of suffrage banhers were waved 
wildly and many removed the yel- 
low flowers they had been wearing 
and threw them upward to meet @ 
similar shower from the galleries. 

There were few tears of joy shed 
by the suffragists. Some wiped 
their eyes, but, on the whole, they 
vonsidered it no time for weed- 
ing. Their happiness was far be- 
yond that stage. 

A motion to adjourn until 19 
o’clock tomorrow morning was oOt- 
official vote was 
anmounced, but in the uproar it 
was doubted whether any members 
heard it, or whether it was second- 
ed. The speaker put the question, 
called for the “ayes” and “noes,” 
and announced gravely that the 
motion had carried unanimously.

tion was the subject of conferences 
tonight between the suffrage lead- 
ers and between leaders of the op- 
position. The clause of “the Ten- 
nessee constitution upon which 
be based the test in the courts is 
Article 2, Section 32. It follows: 
“No convention or general assem- 
bly of this state shall act.upon any 
amendment of the constitution of 
the United States proposed by con- 
gress to the several states, unless 
such convention or general assem- 
bly shall have been elected after 
such amendment is submitted.” 
The present legislature was elect- 


ed in November, 1918, and the suf-. 


frage amendment was not submit- 
ted to the states until months aft- 
erwards. 
The article was adopted in 1870, 
a result of the ratification by 
the Tennessee: legislature of the 
fourteenth amendment, during re- 
construction days after the civil 
war. White citizens of Tennessee 
were not represented in that legis- 
lature, it is said, and to prevent 
ratification of amendments by rush- 
ing tactics as occurred in that in- 
stance, adoption of the article was 
one of the first things effected aft- 
er their civil rights restored. 


Supreme Court Decision. 


The supreme court of the United 
States in decidMe recently a case 
Originating in Ohfo, held void a 
clause in the constitution of that 
State relating to referendums on 
amendments. Based on opinions by 
W. L. Frierson, solicitor general of 
the United States and State’s At- 
torney General Thompson, Govenor 
Roberts called the present legisla- 
ture in extraordinary session to act 
on the suffrage amendment, declar- 
ing he had been assured the supreme 
ecourt’s ruling in the Ohio case 
served to nullify the article in the 
Tennesse constitution. 

Suffrage opponents in Tennessee 
held that the two cases were not 
narallel, that action by the present 
legislature would be in violation of 
the state constitution. and the fight 
of the opposition from the begin- 
ning has centered largely upon this 
contention. 4 

The Tennessee Constitutional 
league, of which Judge Joseph Hig- 
fins, of Nashville, is president, and 
which has prepared to place the 
case in the hands of the courts, is 
an organization of attorneys, and 
includes in its .membership both 
suffrage advocates and opponents,

Intensive Drive Made. 

Ratification by the Tennessee leg- 
islature was the culmination of an 
intensive drive made by suffrage 
proponents to have the amendment 
made effective in time for the wom- 
en of the country to vote in the 
presidential election in November. 
The drive was started when West 
Virginia became the thirty-fourth 
state to ratify early this year. 

Washington was the thirty-fifth 
state to ratify, and on the same date 
it acted—March 22—Governor Town- 
send, of Delaware, called a special 
session of the legislature of that 
state to act on the amendment. The 
Delaware assembly met ey y 4 in May 
andthe senate quickly ratified, but 
action by the house was delayed, 
despite pressure brought to bear by 
the leaders of both great political 
parties and by Prgsident Wilson. 
Finally, on June 2, the legislature 
adjourned withtheratification res- 
olution still in the house committee 
of the whole. 

Meantime, the Louisiana legisla- 
turemet and efforts were. made to 
have it act favoPably. President 
Wilson appealed Governor Parker 
to recommend ratification, but the 
governor declined to do so. & The 
ratification resolution was taken up 
late in May and was debated at 
intervals through the month of June 
and into July. Governor Cox, the 
democratic presidential nominee, 
threw his’ influence on the side of 
the amendment, declaring that the 
democrats of the legislature owed it 
to their party to ratify the amend- 
ment. he legislature finally ad- 
journed on July 8, however, without 
acting. 

While the Louisiana legislature 
was considering the question, aDp- 
peals for planks favorabel to suf- 
frage were made to obth the repub- 
lican and democratic conventions, 
and the republican convention was 
picketed by representatives of the 
woman’s party. Suffrage planks 
were inserted in both platforms, 

No Session in Vermont, 

After the republican convention 
adjourned, the women turned their 
attention to Vermont, making an ef- 
fort to have Governor Clement eall 
a special session of the legislature. 
An appeal was made to Senator 
Harding to use his influnece with 
the governor, but the senator de- 
clined, saying he could not interfere 
withthe executive. »/ . 

Shortly afterwards, President Wll- 
sok appéaled to Governor Bickett. in 
North Carolina, and Governor Rob- 
erts, of Tennessee, to call special 
sessions of their state legislatures, 
and they consented, Governor Rob- 
erts acting after Solicitor General 
Friernon had ruled that the supreme 
court decision on the Ohio referen- 
dum case set at naught a provision 
in the Tennessee constitution that a 
legislature could not act on a fed- 
eral amendment unless the members 
were elected after the amendment 
was submitted. 

While this was going on Governor 
Clement came to Washington to con- 
fer with Senator Harding and hopes 
ran high in suffrage quarters that, 
after all, a special session of the 
Vermont legislature would be called. 
Upon his return to his home, how- 
ever, Governor Clement announce1 
that he would not call a special ses- 
sion, and proponents of the amend- 
ment turned their attention to Ten- 
nessee end North Carolina as the 
last hope for ratification in time for 
the women to vote in November. 


of the American Constitutional 
league, brought proceedings in the 
District of Columbia supreme court, 
asking that Bainbridge Colby, secre- 
tary of state, be enjoined from issu- 
ing a proclamation declaring the 
amendment ratified. The basis of 
the suit was the allegation that rat- 
ification by the West Virginia legis- 
lature was accomplished by fraud. 
and that any action by Tennessee 
would be void’ on the ground that 
the legisiature lacked authority un- 
de? the constitution to act. 

Justice Bailey dismissed the pro- 
ceedings on the greund that the 
court was without authority to in- 
quire into the action of state legis- 
latures in ratifying the amendment, 
and that it had no authority to pass 
on the validity of such an amend- 
ment. 

Further efforts of opponents 
through court action to prevent the 
amendment becoming effective are 
expected. 

Long before the Tennessee ‘legis- 
lature met suffrage and anti-suf- 
frage forces gathered at Nashvilie 
and launched their fichts, President 
Wilson, Governor Cox and other 
leaders of the democratic party 
urged the democratic members to 
ratify, while leaders of the vrepub- 
lican party asked republicans in he 
legislature to vote for the amend- 
ment. These .messages led to 
charges of “outside influence.” 

Before the Tennessee legislature 
acted favorably. 63 democratic mem- 
bers of the North Carolina house--a 
majority—sent a message to the 
Tennessee assembly asking that it 
defeat the ratification resolution. 
and later opponents of suffrage in 
the North Carolina assembly sent a 
representative to Nashville to per- 
sonally urge the Tennessee house 
not to concur in e senate action.

Warsaw, August 18.—Bolshevik 
forces adVancing into Poland march 
ahead without any concern for their 
lines of communication, according 
to statements of refugees gathered 
by The Warsaw Gazette. They have 
thus lost all touch with the bases 
of operation, and refugees state 
they had not the slightest difficul- 
ty in leaving their villages, for 
there was nothing behind the rela- 
tively thin bolshevik front Ifne. 
They declared it was possible to 
travel many miles without seeing 
a single bolshevik soldier. 

“A vigorous effort on the part 
of the Poles would be sufficient to 
inflict a decisive defeat upon the 
the newspaper de- 
clares. “That is why the bolshe- 
vik high command is so anxious to 
finish the struggle against Poland 
as quickly as possible. Soviet offi- 
cers who have been taken prison- 
ers confirm this information, add- 
ing that the successes gained by 


Gen>ral Wrangel in southern Russia 
are causing considerable anxiety in 
the ranks of the bolshevik army. 


POLES SEEKING 
AID OF WILSON. 

Washington, August 18.—Appeal- 
ing to President Wilson for mate- 
rial aid to drive the bolsheviks from 
Poland, 300 representatives’ of 
American citizens of .Polish extrac- 
tion declared in a statement pre- 
sented at the white house today 
that Poland’s downfall probably 
meant aay rer enee of western civ- 
ilization. 

After reviewing conditions now 
threatening their country the dele- 
gation, headed by Colonel Francis 
Fronzac, of Buffalo, said there was 
danger of the United States being 
engulfed in the bolshevik menace. 

‘Every effort will be made by the 
American government to get ma- 
rooned Americans out of Moscow 
and other parts of Russia before 
winter sets in, it was stated today 
at the state department. Thirty- 
five Americans now are at Moscow 
and they virtually are held as host- 
ages while the bolsheviki attempt 
to force the United States to nego- 
tiate officially with soviet agents. 
The steps which the government 
will take to obtain release of these 
citizens have not been disclosed.

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Retiey Citizens 
Now Women’s Aim, 
Says Mrs. Catt 


New York, August 18.—Leaders 


of the women’s suffrage movement 
are rejoicing over the adoption of 
the ‘suffrage amendment. The ser- 
timents of many of them were e- 
pressed by Mrs. Carrie Chapman 
Catt, president of the National 
American Woman Suffrage associa- 
tion, who said in a prepared state- 
ment ais 

“Our mothers begaa :t. So it 
came on to us as, in 2 Way, a Sa- 
ered trust... And a grea: part of 
our rejoicing today in the hour of 


victory is compounded of our feel- 
ing of loyalty to the pas*t and our 
Satisfaction that we have stood 


faithful to its trust. 

“It was fifty-one years ago that 
the women of the Natiunal Suffrage 
association began what was to be 
a fifty-year long campaign to get 
the congress of the United States 
to pass a federal suffrage amend- 
ment. Congress had been impor- 
tuned for the amendniernt by the 
women even before tihat, but 186% 
marked the organization of the “na- 
tional’” with the avowed purpose 
of securing sutfrage by national 
legislation. 

“From that day until June 4, 
1919, the maintenance of a congres- 
sional lobby in Washington io woik 
for federal suffrage was -part of 
the program of the National Suf- 
frage association. It meant kKeep- 
ing up &n unbroken chain of lobby 
work at Washington for over halfa 
ceritury. 

“It was in 1878 that the amend- 
ment was presented to the foriy- 
fifth congress by the national in 
the form in which it was finaly 
passed. Twenty-two congres332s 
were to have a chance at ‘it in that 
identical form. Before tweniy-two 


‘| congresses the women of the na- 


tional were to stand and plead for 
justice. Of those twenty-two con- 
gresseg the republicans dominated 
both branches in eleven and the 
democrats in four, while in seven 
the house was democratic and the 
senate was republican. In this rev- 
elation of well-divided, loug-¢on- 
tinued opposition lies, perhap# the 
explanation of why women smile 
somewhat cynically today at 211 par- 
ty claims to a monopoly of merit 
in forwarding the suffrage prugram. 
Never was a measure so systernat- 
ically opposed, never one whose 
progress was so vehemently dis- 
puted inch by inch. 

“As with its passage, so with the 
ratification. Delay and obstacles 
have been the constant portion of 
thg National Suffrage association 
in securing the needed 36 stafes. 
Because of the failure of the sixty- 
fifth congress to pass the amend- 
ment, the measure had to KO to the 
state legislatures in an “off” year. 
Only ten states could ratify in reg- 
ular session. Twenty-six special 
sessions have had to be called to 
secure the full complement of rati- 
fication. To get these srecial ses- 
sions called has been in itself a 
monumental work for the National 
Suffrage assgciation, necessitating 
an interminable chain of letters, 
telegrams and _ special personal 
emissaries. 

“Now, that it is all over, the fegl- 
ing of “ceaselessness’ is probably 
the sensation uppermost with us 
all. And perhaps it is just as well 
that it should be. For women can 
not stop. The national cannot stop. 
With a new purpose, the purpose 
of making the vote register for an 
improved citizenship, the women of 
the national are already lined up 
under a new name, the League of 
Women Voters.” ,

Berlin,, August 18.—Uninterrupted 
rifle fire and hand-grenade éx- 
plosions were reported to be pro« 
ceeding at 1 o’clock this morning 
at Kattowitz, Upper Silesia, where 
serious fighting occurred last eve- 
njng between French troops and ci- 
vilians who struck in protest against 
the Russo-Polish war and demand- 
ed disarmament of the occupation- 
al troops.

REFUSE 10 QUIT UNION 


Will Not Abide by Provisions 
of Act Passed by the 
Legislature. 


Macon, Ga., August 18.—(Specia!.) 
At a meeting of the Macon city 
firemen this afternoon the firemen 
voted unanimously against sur- 
rendering their union charter as 
provided for under the bill abolish- 
ing the civil service commission, 
which passed the recent session of 
the legislature. In taking the ac- 
tion the firemen did so on the 
ground that the charter does not 
contain a strike clause. 

Mayor Toole immediately issued 
a statement in which he said there 
is nothing left for him to do under 
the law except to declare the po- 
Sitions of the firemen vacant. 
Though he expressed the hope that 
the firemen would have the in- 
terests of the city enough at heart 
not to create a situation like that. 
Attorney Walter DeFore, speaking 
for the firemen, said the men are 
not anxious to create a condition 
of a manless fire department. 

That a test case will probably be 
made in the courts to determine 
the constitutionality of the act of 
the legislature was indigated to- 
night by Attorney DeFére, when 
he suggested that one or two fire- 
men who refuse to comply with 
the provisions of the law be dis- 
charged and their cases carried into 
the court for the matter to be de- 
termined by the Georgia: supreme 
court, ; 

Mayor Toole takes the position, 
however, that under his interpreta- 
tion of the law such a procedure 
is impossible as the law provides 
there shall be no appeal. 

The firemen at the conference 
this afternoon asKed for time in 
which to file a brief setting forth 
their contentions and it -was agreed 
that city council, which met tonight 
to declare the positions of the fire- 
men vacant, should recess until to- 
morrow night at which time the 
brief of the firemen _will be re- 
ceived, and definite action taken by 
the mayor and council. 

In the meantime, it is generally 
believed the firemen will resort to 
court action in an effort to stop 
or delay enforcement of the law. 
Just what methods will be pursued 
is not known. but it is believed an 
injunction will be resorted to.

Richmond, Va., August 18.—Colo- 
nel Chanles E. Hasbrook, editor and 
manager of The Richmond Times- 
Dispatch, died at his residence, 
Sunnybrook, Lock Lane, at 65:3vU 
o'clock this afternoon, ir his 
seventy-third year. Death was due 
to heart failure. He had been in 
ill health since his return from the 
democratic national convention, 
from which he sent many notable 
news dispatches to his paper. He 
had been editor and manager of 
The Times-Dispatch for the past 
six years, during which time the 
paper has grown steadily in influ- 
ence and circulation.

“HOW THEY HIT

How Trouble Started. 

The trouble started when Wat- 
son, who had retired to his room 
at the Merchants’ hotel, where he 
and Miller had registered shortly 
before, appeared at the head of the 
stairs in his night clothes and be- 
gan abusing several young men 
who were playing a friendly game 
of cards in the lobby. It is charged 
that he cursed them, saying they 
were disturbing his rest. He threw 
a book at them and continued a 
torrent of loud profanity regardless 
of the presence of Miss Wiley, who 
attempted to quiet him. 

Miss Wiley’s brother interceded, 
and Watson drew back a water 
pitcher he had grasped in his hand 
as if to strike him, cursing, it is 
alleged, all the while. Miss Wiley 
rushed between the uplifted pitcher 
and her brother. Watson, according 
to witnesses then turned his wrath 
on her forcefully cursing her. It 
was then that she summoned the 
police. 

When the officers arrived Wat- 
son was still in his night clothes, 
and they had much _ difficulty in 
getting him into sufficient clothes 
to be taken through the streets. He 
was at first taken to a store and 
given an opportunity to make bond, 
but, failingto do so, he was later 
locked up. 

While expressing, regret at the 
occurrence, Miss. Wiley appeared 
quite cool after the disturbance. 
Her timely action rm stepping be- 
tween her brother and Watson, ac- 
cording to several witnesses, un- 
doubtedly.saved him from probable 
injury. 

Palls Gun on Policeman. 

Following Watson's arrest, his 
companion, BE. H. Miller, pulled a 
gun on Policeman L. D. Lawson, 
who made the arrest, assisted by T. 
W. Light, assistant chief of police, 
but Lawson saw him coming, and 
was just a little bit sooner than 
Miller was in presenting his gun, 
and the latter had to drop his pis- 
tol, at Lawson’s command, without 
an opportunity to use it, if such 
wag his intention. The officer con- 
fiscated Miller's pistol and placed 
the owner under afrest. His bond 
was later fixed at $500.

ACCOUNT OF INCIDENT 


The following account of the 
disturbance created by Watson at 
Buford last night was sent out by 
the Associgted Press, the data hav- 
ing been secured and the story writ- 
ten by a member of the Atlanta 
staff of that organization: 

Atianta, August 18.—Thomas E. 
Watson, a tandidate for the demo- 
cratic nomination for United States 
senator form Georgia, and former 
Populist nominee for president, was 
placed in jail at Buford, Ga., to- 
night on charges of “public indeé- 
cency” and of “having liquor in his 
possession,” according to statement 
made over the telejphone by J. R, 
Shadburn, sheriff at Buford. 

The arrest grew out of an alleged 
disturbance in a hotel at Buford, 
where the candidate had engaged 4 
room for the night, It was charged’ 
by the sheriff that Mr. Wa§atson, 
after having prepared to retire for 
the night, appeared in the hallway 
of the hotel about 9 o’clock and ac- 
cused several men in the lobby of 
disturbing him. 

Watson hurled a book at one of 
the men, according to the sheriff, 
and made some remark about their 
being “paid” by his political oppo- 
nents to disturb his rest. The 
charge of public indecency was 
made, the sheriff said, because of 
the candidate’s attire.

Mr. Watson’s version of the 
affair could not be obtaingd from 
him tonight, but Mr. Rowe declared 
Mr. Watson told him his side of the 
case, 

Mr. Rowe quoted the candidate as 
declaring that he -was being dis- 
turbed, and thereafter he had pro- 
tested against this, that two men 
appeared in his room and the dis- 
turbance that resulted jin a call for 
the marshal, followed this. Rowe, 
who said he was present in the hotel 
from the start§of the trouble, de- 
nied that any one went to Watson’s 
room at that time and created a dis- 
turbance, saying ft took place in the 
hall. :

While no statement could be ob- 
tained from Mr. Watson tonight as 
to his side of the occurrence, Win- 
field Rowe, a Buford merchant, gave 
what he said he learned from Mr. 
Watson of the incident. Mr. Rowe 
Said he was one of the men who 
sought to calm the candidate be.- 
fore arrival of the police, and after- 


wards talked to him in the jait. 


Mr. Watson declared, according 
to Mr. Rowe, that after protesting 
against the alleged disturbance in 
the lobby of the hotel, that he re- 
turned to his room and afterwards 
was visited by two men, who, Wat- 
son charged, according to Mr. Rowe, 
created the disturbance.

Attorney General Denny 
Is of* Opinion No En- 
abling Act Is Necessary. 
Registration Laws May 
Cause Tangle. 


Now that the thirty-sixth state 
has ratified the Susan B. Anthony 
amendment to the constitution, and 
women will be declared citizens by 
proclamation of the secretary of 
State at Washington in all of the 
forty-eight states of the union as 
soon as the official notification of 
the action of the Tennessee legisla- 
ture is received, a question of tre- 
mendous [mport has been raised in 
seorgia. 

Will the women of this state be 
entitled to vote in the September 
primary and the genral election in 
November? 

Many well-informed constitu- 
tional lawyers are taking the posi- 
tion that they are so entitled. It 
is expected that the question will 
be presented to Attorney General 
R. A. Denny by Governor Dorsey 
for an official ruling within the 


No Enabling Act Needed. 

Mr. Denny said Wednesday that 
there is no question that it would 
need no enabling act for women to 
vote in Georgia or Anywhere in the 


eral constitution when proclaimed 
will unquestionably supersede any 
State laws limiting the right to 
vote which are. in conflict with it. 
That was the case, he sald, with the 
ratification of the fourteenth 
amendment which was carried into 
effect over the bitter protest of 
some of the southern states. He 
also has a strong opinion given by 
former Justice of the United States 
Supr®@me Court Charles E. Hughes, 
to the effect that no enabling act 
is necessary. In this opinion he 
fully concurs.

Can a state act, regulating local 
registration, set aside a section of 
the United States constitution which 
now declares that “the right of citi- 
zens of the United States shall not 
be denied or abridged by the Unit- 
ed States or by any state on account 
of sex?”

Figures on Rainfall, 

Rome led the whole state, with 
a record of 658.78 inches, while 
Thomasville is the lowest with 
83.55. inches. The stations 
have reported the following 
Smounts up to Wednesday morn- 


ng: 

Atlanta 652.32, Macon 37.05, Au- 
gusta 36.22, Savannah 37.65, Colum- 
bus 37.29. Monticello 46.36, Griffin 
47.13, Newnan 51.36, West Point 
53.28, Toccoa 54.73, Gainesville 
50.05, Tallapoosa 54.73. 

It will be seen by these figures 
that the greatest rainfall was over 
the northern part of the state, while 
the least amount was recorded from 
southern points. 

In connection with the amount 
of rainfall a little reseercn into the 
science of ‘weathering” wifl show 
that Atlanta has had 21,531,402,- 
739.20 gallons of rainwater to fall 
within its confines since the first 
of January, 1920. Going further in 
the same directicn, the digger in 
figures will find that :he weight of 
this same amount of water amounts 
to the mere trifle of 98,378,352.40 
tons. These very interesting facts 
are derived at by the simpte proc- 
ess of multiplying the amount of 
rainfall by 27,154, the amount of 
gallons per inch per acre, and, 
since there are 16,640 acres within 
the city of Atlanta, it is found that 
the rainfal) this year would fill 
several carloads of gallon buckets. 
The same rule is followed in find- 
ing the weight, and the weather 
bureau has figured that there are 
113 tons of water per inch per acre. 

All of which goes to show that 
many of our ideas relative to the 
tons of water which has fallen have 
not been far wrong. And then the 
worst part of it is that there are 
four months more of this year, and 
no prospect of fair weather. :

The governor today reiterated his 
flat ban on any “body guard.”
